DUTCH EAST-INDIA TRADE. 


Mr. Goldberg, the Dutch Director-Ge- 
neral of Commerce, has pubiished the fol- 
lowing notice on this subject in the dm- 
sterdam. Courant :— 

The navigation and commerce with 
all the Dutch East-Inctia .possessions, with 
the exception of (he provinces of Amboy« 
na, Banda, Ternate, and the islands vader 
their jurisdiction, shali:continue to enjoy 
the same freedom as prescribed in an order 





of the 2Sth of February last, (he same re 


gulations and tariffs remaining in force as 
existed under the English Government; 
ali the export amd import duties being 
neverthel:ss to be paid in silver coin. 

€ Ja pursuance of this resolution, the 
following regulations are fixed :— 

‘€ 1, That Dutch ships and goods under 
whatever denornination, as well as the 
ships and goods of inhabitants of the 


„Asiatic possessions, shall pay less import 


and export duties than foreigners. 
“<2, That at a future period, which 
shall soon be fixed, (lis diminution of du- 


ties shall be allowed only to vessels built in 


the Netherlands, or in Dutch India. 

“3. That both foreign and Dutch ships, 
arriving in the ports of the mother-country 
from our East India possessious, shall be 
exempt from duties on entrance, provided 
they can furnish the necessary proofs (hat 


“the established East India export duties 


have been paid on the whole of the lading. 


€ Il is also resolved, that the cultivator 
shall have the free and unincumbered dise 
posal of all the produce raised by hint 
(with the exception of the contribution in 
kind, which, by the giving up of these 
possessigns from the hands of the Euglush, 
now recommences in full force), provided 
he pay (he poundage, orvlanderent, eitbee 
in produce or in money. 

<< The products which the chicf govern 
ment of Fudia receives, either as contin-

Finally, all ships sailing from Dutch 
ports to the East India possessions of the 
State, or departing From thence, shall be 
bound, on the requisition of Governnient, 
totake with them a certain number of 
officers or men for the land or sca service, 
and to appropriate a certain portion of 
slhip-room for that purpose; all in propor- 
tion to (he ship’s size, and at a reasonable.

GENERAL PORLIUR. 
[The testament of the gailut but une 
fortunate Porlier, whose fate is the subject 
of such deep and universal regret, citnnot 
failto be interesting to our readers, als 
though some of its contents were inserted 
in The Times of Thursday. We theren 
fore make no apology for presenting an 
entire copy of it, together with some ad. 
ditional particulars of his conduct prior 
to his execution, supplied by the letter in 
which it was transmitted. 


CORUNNA-—Ocroger 12, 1815. 
[Extract of a Letter.) 

You are already, doubtless, too welt 
acquainted with tlie unfortunate faiiure of 
Portier, whose life terminated on the Sd 
instant. Mis death was caused by infa- 
mous treachery, Some serjeants of the’ 
troops that accompanied him to St. Jago, 
sechuced amd paid by his enemies and (he 
ministers of our religion, formed the pro= 
ject of surprising him and his officers at 
the distance of seventy=three leagucs from 
that city, on the 22d of September, at ten 
o'clock at night, They accomplished 
their purpose by throwing into confusion 
the troops that were farthfal, and dlisheartá 
ed the rest. The troops that were in St. 
Jago ready to receive Porlier as their 
Chief, suspeuded their purpose upon hear 
ing: what had happened. 'Phe soidiers 
who had remained here, fearing a popue 
lar movement, excited by (he same pefe 
verse characters, sullied forth in haste, 
with their Chiefs and Otbeers, but both 
soon returned, except about twenty or 
tuirty Olhvers, a Brigadier, a Colonel,

The unfortunate Porlier died like’a hero. 
flis tortitude and his serenity excited ad- 
miration and astonishment in his ‘enemies, 
but his last arrangements confounded (hem 
stil more. 1 send youa copy of his last 
will and of his letter to his unhappy wife, 
who is-still confined at Betanzos. The 
project of the valiant Porlier would hae 
had a foitunate issuc, bad it not been ac- 


Pested by (he treachery of a few wretches, 
led on and seduced by certain fanatical 
and ambitious priests: but what adds to 
the poignancy of disappointment in the 
breasts of every true Spaniard is, that (wo 
Strangers, Saint Marcq, a Fleming, and 
Pesci, an Ltalian, have been (he persons 
‘who have authorised the imm position of ad- 
ditional chains upon a nation, which, hav- 
ing received thema into its bosom, support- 
ed and distinguished them in a mauaner 
they are lar from deserving.

Srcrearp, Oer. 7.— The Assembly of 
the States of Waurtemberg, whose dee 
Liberations have now been published for 
their justification, and whose unassuming 
and legal conduct is an imperishable me- 
mortal of the German character, was 
adjourned, after having presented to the 
Sovereign an account of their comluci, 
with a statement of gricvances, Canstatning 
200 pages and upwards. Khe King proe 
mised it should be carefully examincd ; but 
even for this the Assembly of the States 
was necessary; and still ‘more hecessary 
the re-establishment ef the ancient Cor- 
stitulion, without which no taxes coukl be 
legally imposed. The Magistrates of Stut 
gard, therefore, asked for the speedy ren 
asscmbling of the States, in the following 
document, _'Phe King has accordingly 
summoned them for the 15th October. — 
The celebrated Fox used to say, there are 
only two countries which have « Constitu- 
tiou—Englant and Wurtemburg. « The 
following representation is thercfore foand- 
ed upen rights, which are nòt so cl varly tu 
be found, in the same extent, in other 
German State.

REPRESENTATION OF THE MA. 
GISTRATES OF THE CITY OF 
STUTGARD, sepr. 19, 1815. 
The Magistrates begin by renewing, in 
the name of the City, tbe humble request, 
that his Majesty will be graciously pleased 
to confirm the ancient Constitution, and 
re-assemble the States. They thus proe

‘t At the latter end of last month the news spread 
through the whole kingdom that yonr Majesty had been 

leased to resolve, that the ancient Constitution of” 
AW itemberk should he recognise as the basis of the 
future Constitutiony and that the States shoukdl be as 
kembled. AES : 

<< This news náturally filled every well disposed 
Waurtemberger with lively joy, and with the sincerest 
gratitude towards your Majesty. We also, as the legat 
Representatives of this city, resolved in a body to lay 
the expression of those sentiments at your Majesty's 
feet. But we were confounded on seeing the accour= 
plishmrent of our just hopes again deferred, for your 
Majesty's Rescript of the 8d contained propositions by 
no means compatible with it, It declares the presente 
ing of petitions from single districts and their ishabi- 
tants, as well as the appeintiment of singte deputies to 
your Majesty, in so far as they have the general con= 
cerns of the country for their object, to be illegal and 
Lneonstitutional, and an offence to the Throne. It 
takes not only the sum of the annual dishurseinents ef 
the state, but also the periud since the real suspension 
of the Constitution, that is since 1806, as the standard 
of the annual direct taxes; it considers the many in= 
direct taxes, which have been partly heighrened, part- 
ly introduced for the first time since the war, as pere 
manent tuxes. It recognizes the tax of two millions 
4-100 M. F. as a legal tax, though it never was grant 
ed by the States, nor till now proposed by them. 1t 
geeks to deduce an obligation to the payment of this 
irregularly imposed tax from the readiness with which 
some officers, according to your Majesty's Summons, 
made an advance upon this account according to 4 
monthly rate; it indeed promises an alleviation of the 
bur dens in the time of tranquiltity, but far from speak= 
ing of recognising the principles of the Old Constitue 
tion, it attributes entire efficacy to the project of the 
Constitution of 15th March, this year, against which 
the Assembly of the States, and the nation itself, had 
so decidedly expressed itself. Lastly, it makes the 
re-assembling of the States depend on the examination 
of the many and great grievances, that is upon an event 
wholly nncertain. We are too well convinced of your 
Majesty's magnanimity and justice to imagine that this 
deviation from your noble and gracinus resolution can 
have «riginated in your Majesty's heart. If your Ma- 
jesty would but follow your own feelings, and the ade 
vice of well-meaning servants of the state, we are cer= 
tain that you wiuld give ear to our repeated requests, 
which we are bound to make both by our official situas 
tion, and by the desire of vur fellow-citizens. 

** Fhe people of Wurtemberg never will or can re- 
nounce the rights and liberties which it derives from 
its forefathers, in which it has felt itself happy for 
centuries, which ia the late most perilous times it dee 
fended with its fortune and hlood, and the maintenance 
of which has heen most solemnly sworn to, by all the 
Sovereigns of Wurtemberg, and by your Majesty your- 
self on your accession to the Government. 

“The early Constitution of Wurtemherg, modified 
according to present circumstances, is that in which 
alone it can find again happiness, prosperity and trau- 
quillity. That alone will be the constant cbject of its 
wishes and intreaties.” From the removal of the chief 
grievances, under woich it groans, even an alleviation 
of the public burdens, enormeus as they are, cannot be 
of any value in the eyes of the people, unless they 
result from the Constitution, and not from the MO= 
mentaty favour of the Sovereign. Your Majesty's 
&racious sentiments will not allow us to fear your diss 
pleasure ar our laying before your Majesty, with Franke 
ness _indee:l, but with profound ‘respect, and with 
unlimited confidence, a representation founded on the 
constitutional relativâs betweeà the Sovereign amt 
People, and intiinately connected with the good of the

The rumours that Bonaparte had on the 
eve of his departure for St. Helena, provided 
himself and suite with a variety of Costly ar. 
ticles of furniture for future use, are. totally 
unafeuvded. The exiled captive satled from 
Eugland with few accommodations, either for 
his voyage or subsequent necessilies, beyond 
those immediately furnished for. his passage 
white ou board. ‘The only property ef value 
which he was able to reserve at his departure 
from France, cousisted of the imperial plate, 
and an admirable library. No orders were 
vitber applied for, or executed, at Plymouth, 
when he suited, as has been erroneously 
stated, and the trifling purchases made by his 
suite, were chiefly confined to a few packs of 
cards aud cheos boards, by desire of Madame

‘Bertrand. So eempletely unprovided was the 
Ex.

beautifully engraved on the cover; the whole 
contains a multitude of artieles both of neces- 
sity and luxury, all made of silver, and strong. 
ly gilt; an elegant tooth brush, razors of 
mother of pearl, an elegant shaving box,a 
small rkostand ad staud.box, a teapot, with 
the sugar box in it, two elegant candlesticks, 
somesm:ll plates For breakfast and even artie 
Cles rare'y to be met with in a necessaire ; 
as, for instance, a gimblet, is to be met with 
here, Vuat the. Ex. Emperor did not fordet 
to make his toilette comme il fant is to be 
proved, by several bottics with eau de 
Colegne, eau de lavade, salt spirit, &c. and: 
though he endeavoured to exclude all the 
products of the Bnglish manufactories from 
France and the Contiuent, he allowed himself 
some Windsor soap. All these several arti. 
cles are arranged in sv very. compact a man. 
ner and in the limits of a box hardiy 1} foot 
by 8 iuches, as to excite admiration. 

The liquor case, made ef mahoginy, like 
the necessaire, contained two bottles, ene of 
them filled with run, the other with a sweet 
wine, now quite evaporated. There are be- 
sides to be found in it, a pepper aud salt.box, 
with the contents, a mustard box, and an ob. 
long case for sandwiches, all of gilt sitver ; 
some silver knives, forks, and spoons, and 
some silver breakfast plates. In a small com 
partment of the case there was fouud a musket 
ball, reduced to the form of a thin lead med. 
al ; perhapsa ball by which oue of his fa. 
vourities was killed, or which had missed 
himself and had been found iu his clothes. 

Besides (hese two curiusities, the contents 
of (he carriage cousisted of & pair of red mo. 
rocco slippers, à green velvet cap‚ probably to 
be worn in the carriage, a silver chamber pot, 
asilver bidet, and his bedstead made of iron 
and folded together, so as to form a machine 
about 24 feet long, anda large silver watch 
with a silver chain to it, to hang it up in the 
carriage ; it has an alarum, and ou the whole, 
looks likea silver pocket watch, of uncom.

But should the French 
Government think itself then unable to excect 
the 270 millions, this payment will be deferred 
to the 6 years, but pen suflicient security, 

6th. lf, after the expiratian of three years, 
the military ocenpation shalt not be consitered 
as necessary for political reasons, the number 
of troops will be dimiuished, in proportion 
to the part of the indemnity in money still 
in arrear, France can theu put an emd to the 
occupation by paying the rest, either in ready 
money, or in some other manner which the 
Allies may consider as equally satisfactory. 

7ih. The Allied Courts will leave ta the 
French Government the objects of reclama. 
tion in the unexecuted articles of the Treaty 
of Paris, 1814, and the French Government 
‚has to_ make proposals for the specdiest liquie 
dation and payment of the sums claimed. 

An additional artic’ ef the 15th Octoher 


‚fixes, that, to accelerate as much as possible 


the evacuation of the French territory, except 
by the troops that remain to oceupy il, a Com. 
mission shall be appointed, which is to regulate

the evacuation —Further, on the 22d Oc 
tober, the Ministers of the four great Powers 
agrecd upon the following dispositions upon 
the armies that remain in France, to sccurc 
the repose of Eurepe, and vpon the departure 
of the other troops:—lst.

mander in Chief of This army, with unlimited 
full powers to employ ît in conformity with 
the object, according to the instructions to 
be given him hy the four Courts, paying, 
however, all possikle attention to what is most 
suitable for each corps. The troops of each 
Power, however, always remain together, and 


under the immediate cemmands of their Gee -
